His notions of 
honour were rather overſtrained, but in his 
ordinary converſation, he was uncommonly live- 
ly and pleaſant, and only within a ſhort time of 
his death diſcovered a melancholy that had never 
been obſerved in him before. To all theſe ex- 
ternal accompliſhments, he added” the _— 
mendation of a good perſon, without being a 
Adonis. He had, however, the misfortune; 8 
a great misfortune it proved to him, not to be 
a Chriſtian ; but the reQitude” of his life and 
the Gmplicity of his manneis, ſhamed many of 
thoſe, who profeſſed themſelves to be ſuch In 
his regiment he was adored, and was conſidered 
as the father of his men. $73 
His ideas of friendſhip were cated to a des. 
gree of enthuſiaſm ſcarce ever heard of, and to 
them he ewed- his ruin. There happened” to 
come to the town where he teſided, a young
